DPF Maintenance 

To ensure the long-term usage and performance, please follow the below: 

1. Please read the manual and follow its operating instructions and warnings before use. 

2. Do not get the DPF wet or damp. 

3. Do not put pressure onto or drop the DPF. 

4. Shutdown DPF before cleaning, use a clean soft cloth to clean. Do not use aerosol sprays or cleaning fluids. 


LCD Screen Maintenance 

1. Use a soft cloth to wipe LCD surface, wipe with care. 

2. Do not touch LCD with fingertip or sharp items. 

3. Do not put pressure onto the LCD screen, it is not designed to take pressure and can crack easily. 


USING THE DPF 


ABOUT THE DIGITAL PICTURE FRAME 

The DPF is a digital picture display device, with built in internal memory (can store up to 100 photos). PLEASE 
NOTE THAT THE AMOUNT OF PHOTOS THAT CAN BE STORED IS DEPENDANT OF THE FILE SIZE OF 
YOUR PHOTOS. 


CHARGING THE DPF . 
After purchase please charge the DPF for 8 hours before use. 


To charge the DPF you need to connect the wire included into the DPF, connect the USB cable to the USB port 
of a computer (the computer MUST be switched on). 


QUICK START FOR ADDING PHOTOS 
For detailed instructions please read the instruction manual in full. 


PC. USERS 

1) Plug usb cable into DPF and into your switched on computer. 

2) DPF will show on screen “usb connect” — select “on or yes” if it does not show automatically on your DPF select 
“usb connect” using the menu system (use the bottom button on DPF to do this) 

3) DPF software will open on your screen automatically. 

4) You will see your computers folders on the top left of software window. Browse through these to find where your 
pictures are saved. 

5) Once you have a picture selected you can rotate it or resize (see instruction manual for more details) 

6) Once you are happy with the photo click on the “add” button. 

7) You will find the photo will be on the right handside preview window, you can repeat this process of adding 
photos. (please note the photos are not yet on your DPF) 

8) To add the photos to your DPF click the “dowload” button. 

9) Now click “exit” to close the software and safely remove your dpf (see your windows operating instructions to 
safely remove hardware). 


MAC USERS 

1) Plug usb cable into DPF and into your switched on computer. 

2) DPF will show on screen “usb connect” — select “on or yes” if it does not show automatically on your dpf select 
“usb connect” using the menu system. 

3) An icon will appear on your desktop “DPF mate” double click on this icon and a folder will appear. @ 


4) Click on the file “macdpfmate.Zip’. ; 

5) The file will unzip and an icon will appear. Double click on this icon to open the software 
6) Click the “open” button to browse photos on your computer. 

7) Once you have found a photo click add. 

8) Repeat 6 & 7 to add more photos. 

9) Click download to add your photos to the DPF. 

10) Once finished eject your DPF (follow mac hardware removal instructions). 


BUTTON FUNCTIONS (on the side of the DPF) 

A - UP KEY (to scroll through menu screens and pictures) 

YV - DOWN KEY (to scroll through menu screens and pictures) 

@ - SELECT KEY ( to select Menu or to select and option within a menu screen) 


SWITCHING THE PRODUCT ON or OFF 
Hold the SELECT KEY “ @ ” for 3 seconds to switch power on or off or use the menu system explained below. 


DPF MENU SYSTEM 

After switching on the DPF you can change the settings by entering the menu system. Press the SELECT KEY to 
enter the menu and sub-menus and use the UP KEY & DOWN KEY to scroll through the menus. You can then 
enter the different menu sections by pressing the SELECT KEY. 


USB CONNECT — Switch this to ON (select YES) to connect the DPF to your computer 

(the DPF needs to be connected to the computer via the USB cable — see later instructions on USB connection) 
IF YOU SELECT THIS OPTION WHILST THE DPF IS CONNECTED TO THE COMPUTER — THE DPF MENU 
SYSTEMS WILL BE DISABLED, AND YOU CAN ONLY MAKE CHANGES THROUGH YOUR COMPUTER AT 
THAT TIME. 


CLOCK — select this to show the time and date. 
SET CLOCK - Select this to change the time and date use the UP and DOWN keys to change values and the 
SELECT button to set. 


SLIDE SHOW ~- The photos on the DPF will be automatically scrolled through to give a slide show. Use the UP and 
DOWN keys to adjust, then the SELECT key to set the speed of the slide show (how long each photo stays on the 
screen before changing). l 


AUTO OFF — You can choose to have the DPF switch itself off after a set amount of time. Use the UP and DOWN 
keys to adjust, then the SELECT key to set how long the DPF will stay on before switching off. 


LCD CONTRAST - Select this to change the screen contrast with varying degrees of contrast from 1-16. 
BACK LIGHT - Select this to change the brightness of the screen from 1- 21. 


DELETE ONE - Use this option to delete a single photo from the DPF. It will delete the photo that was last viewed. 
You will be asked for a re-confirmation to delete or not. (Please note you cannot retrieve the photos — be sure to 
have a back up on your computer). 

DELETE ALL — Use this option to delete all photos from the DPF. It will ask for a re-confirmation whether you wish 
to delete or not. (Please note you cannot retrieve the photos — be sure to have a back up on your computer). 


EXIT — Select this to return to the picture viewer. 


USING THE SOFTWARE 

Minimum operating system requirement. 
PC:WINDOWS 2000 or HIGHER 

MAC: MAC OSX version up to version 10.4.11 


The DPF has built in software. To use this software connect the DPF using the USB cable to your computer (when 
your computer is on). Once connected using the DPF menu.system as explained previously — select USB 
CONNECT > YES. 


PLEASE NOTE THAT WHEN THE DPF IS CONNECTED TO A COMPUTER IT WILL CHARGE AUTOMATICALLY 
— YOU DO NOT NEED TO SELECT USB CONNECT. 


USING THE DPF WITH A PC (WINDOWS OPERATING SYSTEM) 


Once you selected the option to connect, a software window will open. If it does not open, or you have closed 
and wish to re-open, you can re-open through “my computer”. You will find a drive named “DPF MATE”. 


Using the DPF MATE software: 
Using the software you can browse files on different drives of your computer, and add them to your DPF, you can 
even make amendments to the photos before adding. Tou can browse the folders on your computer by clicking on 
the folder directories on the top left hand side. Once you are inside the picture folder, just select one of the pictures 
within that folder and it will show up in the preview box. Click “ADD” to add the photo to pre-load window on the 
right hand side. (PLEASE NOTE YOU MUST CLICK “DOWNLOAD?” to add to the DPF).

Software icons 
When green means DPF is connected, when red means DPF is not connected. 


Before removing the DPF you should click on “Safely remove hardware icon” on task bar. (Refer to 
windows operating instructions for more information). 


To change software language: right click anywhere on the preview window and select your desired language. 


Use these to zoom in or zoom out of a selected picture. The dotted square area will 
show when you ave zoomed in on a picture. 


Use this to return the photo to its default size. 


Use this to rotate your picture left or right. 


| Use this to ADD your photo to the PREVIEW window on the 
right hand side of the screen. PLEASE NOTE THE NEW PICTURE IS NOT ON YOUR DPF — YOU NEED TO 
PRESS DOWNLOAD TO COMPLETE (further instructions on page 5). 


After adding a photo you can left click onto it (in the preview window) using your mouse, you can 
then save the photo (this is useful if you have amended a photo and also for back up). 


Same as above but saves all of the photos in the preview window. 


Select all pictures at one time. 


] Use this to delete a selected photo (use your mouse to select picture in the preview menu). For the 
deletion to take effect on your DPF you must click DOWNLOAD to update the DPF. 


ONCE YOU HAVE FINISHED ADDING, AMENDING 
OR DELETING PHOTOS YOU MUST CLICK DOWNLOAD - THIS WILL UPDATE YOUR DPF. 


USING THE DPF WITH MAC OSX. 


Connect the DPF to your computer using the USB cable and using the menu system select. USB CONNECT > 
YES. 


On your desktop you will find icon “DPF MATE” — double click on this icon. Once the 
folder is open you will find MacDPFmate.zip double click on this icon. 


MacDPFmate | 


The file will unzip and an icon should appear on your desktop as above. If it does not please access through 
“applications” on your hard drive. Double click on the icon to open the software. 


Download pictures: You can transfer pictures from your computer onto your DPF. Click “Open” to select the picture 
that you want to transfer. 


Your are now able to add or amend photos using one of the following buttons. PLEASE NOTE YOU MUSE OBTAIN 
A PHOTO TO AMEND FIRST USING THE OPEN BUTTON (see below). 


OPEN: Use this to browse files on the different drives of your Mac. Anew window will open, once you have selected 
a photo click CHOOSE. 


FIT SIZE: If you want to change the size of your photo you need to click on the tick box to de-select. If you want 
the software to automatically size then select so that a tick is showing. 


ROTATE: Rotate your selected photo by clicking on the up and down buttons. . PLEASE NOTE YOU MUST DE- 
SELECT FIT SIZE TICK BOX TO CHANGE. 


SCALE: zoom in and out of your photo using the up and down buttons. PLEASE NOTE YOU MUST DE-SELECT 
FIT SIZE TICK BOX TO CHANGE. 


TRANSLATE X: If you have zoomed in on a photo use this to move your photo so you can select which part of the 
photo will be shown on your DPF — along the X axis (left and right). 


TRANSLATE Y: same as above but along the Y axis (up and down) 


ADD: Click on this to add photo to the preview window on the right hand side. PLEASE NOTE THIS DOES NOTE 
ADD THE PHOTO ONTO YOUR DPF, YOU MUST CLICK DOWNLOAD AFTER ADDING TO DO THIS (see 
instructions below). 


DOWNLOAD: Click on this to add your photo onto the DPF. If you do NOT download then the photos will not be 
added to your DPF. 


SAVE ALL: Use this option to save all the photo from your DPF onto your computer. You can use this option to back 
up your photos. 


DELETE/DELETE ALL: Use this to delete a selected photo (use your mouse to select picture in the preview menu). 
For the deletion to take effect on your DPF you must click DOWNLOAD to update the DPF. 

Note: Use “Delete all” this option to delete all photos from the DPF. It will ask for a re-confirmation whether you wish 
to delete or not. (Please note you cannot retrieve the photo — be sure to have a back up on your computer). 


NOTE: You must eject the DPF before dis-connecting the DPF from your computer (follow Mac hardware 
removal instructions). 


TROUBLE SHOOTING 

If the DPF does not power up, even after charging or whilst plug into your computer. Press the re-set button on the 
back of the DPF using a pin. This will re-set the system.
